deal were made by W. J. Blrdsnll, 
at the State Bureau of Markets, 
the New York & New England Ap- 
ple Institute, and the refrlgerative 
warehouse men of the Hudson 
Valley. Arrangements for Ulster 
county Interests have been in 
charge of Gerow Schoonmaker of 
Wallklll, 
vice-president 
of 
the 


State Horticultural Society. 


The apples to be sold to the 
state must run 75 per cent U. S. 
No. 1 grade, with 25 per cent util- 
ity grade. 


Of the 17% carloads to be de- 


livered, 6'A carloads will be from 
Ulster county, 7% from Orange 
county and 3 >A from Columbia 
and Dutchess counties. The allot- 
ment was made on the basis of the 
entire quantity of such apples held 
in storage as reported by the stor- 
age men. Movement of the apples 
probably will begin next week. 
Many of the apples tb be shipped 
from 
Ulster county will go to 


institutions on Long Island, ship- 
ment being made by truck, It was 
stated. 


Reports of storage men as of 


February 1, and which probably

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JUNK CARS ON HIGHWAYS 


The Anderson-Rapp Bill, which is called 


an anti-automobile black market measure, 
now before the Legislature has a two-fold 
purpose. It requires reputable dealer respon 
sibility in place of irresponsible racketeering 
and is designed to rid the highways of broken 
down machines, which are mere junk, having 
been doctored to a point at which they limp 
into the roads. 


The bill would require motor vehicle deal- 


ers to have certificates of registration, per. 
mit suspension of registration for fradulent 
practices and provide guarantees that second 
hand cars are in good condition when bought. 


The New York Stale Automobile Dealers' 


Association states it has found the O.P.A, 
unable to cope with (he used car situation 
because of lax motor vehicle license laws in 
the state which allow anyone to buy and 
sell motor vehicles without restrictions. 


There is no responsibility back of black 


market transactions; no assurance of redress 
for the victims. 


Every person riding in a motor vehicle 


and every pedestrian and highway user 
should be safeguarded as far as humanly 
possible against the hazards and deaths 
caused by junk cars on the highways. 


OPEN~DARDANELLES 


Turkey has opened the strait of the Dar- 


danelles to ships carrying munitions to Rus- 
sia. As a neutral, .she lias hitherto barred 
them lo vessels of warring countries. This 
will save 3,000 miles over the present route 
around Arabia and up the Persian Gulf. 
Evidently Turkey is belting on the Allies to 
win, and soon. 


Russia's great weakness lias long been the 


lack of an ice-free port which cannot be shut 
off by another power. Odessa on the Black 
Sea is a fine harbor, but the Dardanelles, 
which Turkeys keeps closed in wartime, 
shuts the Black Sea off from the Mediter- 
ranean. Search for an ice-free port on the 
Pacific was one cause of Russia's ill-starred 
war with Japan, '10 years ago. 


The opening of the Dardanelles provides 


another advantage, in .addition to better 
army training and supplies, which the Rus- 
sians did not possess in the last world war. 
It was to open this strait that the British 
in 1915 sent an expedition (o Gallipoli, which 
was lost in one of the worst defeats in their 
country's history. The opening of the Dar- 
danelles without fighting has not received 
much publicity, lint it is one of the heaviest 
blows that Hitler has yet received. 


SAVING LABOR 


The Pacific Coast, an area of .shipyards, 


bomber plants and other critical wartime 
industries, has cut its monthly manpower 
shortage recently, according lo the regional 
War JInniMjwor Commission. The cause is a 
plan started in Phoenix, tried in San Fran- 
cisco and Wilmington. Calif., and perfected 
in the Kaiser-owned Swan Island yards at 
Portland. Ore. According to the Tacoma 
News-Tribune, it is a voluntary coo|x?ration 
of employers, unions ami government agen- 
cies, which works as follows:

When Bonneville dam was con- 
tructcd on the Columbia there' 
vasn't much of a problem. It's 
ust short of 75 feet high and it 
vas no trick at all to build lad' 
lers that the salmon could take 
n their upstream stride. Grand 
wOUlec dam was something dif- 
ercnt. Its 550 feet height rulod 
jut ladders . . . and salmon. 


That's when Doctor Gabricl- 
on's boys got busy. They started

7oiilce. rushed them by truck to 
-eavonworth. Wash., in the Cas- 
*ndc mountains and there devel- 
>ped the world's greatest fish 
latchcry. The fingerlings grown 
n these hatcheries were farmed 
nit in headwaters of Columbia 
vcr streams that came in below 
3nind Coulee.

Like a perfectly drilled 
army, the platoons and battalions 
wheeled off the Columbia into the 
streams where they had been 
transplanted and spent t h e i r 
youth. 


Doctor Gabrielson and his -staff 


wore vindicated in an experiment 
that some ichthyologists thought 
foolhardy. Jn 2944, they breathed 
more easily than they had since 
1939. They had made their first 
interest payment on millions of 
taxpayer money. They had proved 
that salmon could be transplanted 
to other than their native propa- 
gation grounds and would go back 
to those headwaters to spawn. 
*

The trouble now is that the 


story is only half told. Although 
only a small percentage of the 
Columbia river salmon spawned 
above the present sight of Grand 
Coulee, most of them used tribu- 
tary streams between Grand Cou- 
lee and Bonneville. In top drawer 
postwar plans are blueprints for 
nearly a dozen more dams on the 
Columbia and its tributaries. 


Can the postwar graduates of 


Uncle Sam's fish college get 
around these? Even if they can. 
will the spawn in headwaters 
never used before measure up to 
anything like the baby salmon 
born in the streams above Bonne- 
ville? This spring and fall there 
may be clews to these questions. 
but it may well be 19-36 or later 
before we will know if salmon 
continues to be a cheap food or 
a rare delicacy on the American 
menu. If (he Columbia river dams 
kill off that source of supply. 
there will be only Alaska.

Defeating and pacifying Ger- 


many. 


Military Plans—British, Ameri- 


can and Russian high commands 
sat down together for the first 
time and planned in detail "the 
liming, scope and coordination of 
new and even more powerful 
blows" to crush the enemy. The 
staffs will continue lo meet when 
necessary. "The German people." 
it was said, "will only make the 
cost of their defeat heavier to 
themselves by attempting to con- 
tinue a hopeless resistance." 


Occupation,™! Control—France 


wa.s asked to make a fourth power 
in the control of post-war Ger- 
many with the promise that the 
country would be split into four 
occupation 
zones, 
instead 
of 


three, and ruled by a control com- 
mission of the four supreme com- 
manders in Berlin. In addition to 
having their armies disarmed and 
demobilized and Naziism and mili- 
tarism wiped out, the Germans 
will have all their real or potential 
war industries eliminated or con- 
trolled. 


Said the Allied leaders: "It is 


not our purpose to destroy the 
people of Germany, but only when 
Naxiism and mililarism have been 
extirpated will there be hope for a 
decent life for Germans, and n 
place for them in the comity of 
nations." 


Reparations—A commission will 


be established at Moscow to study 
reparations "in kind" by Germany 
lo the Allied countries. This pro- 
bably means using Gorman labor 
and German machinery, wealth 
and raw materials to rebuild dc- 
vaslalcd Europe. 


Bringing order out of chaos: 
General 
policy — Roosevelt. 


Churchill and Stalin agreed—and 
expressed the hope tliat France 
would join them—on a plan for 
jointly helping the liberated and 
former satellite people of Europe 
to regain 
full political indepen- 


dence with n guarantee of free, 
secret elections as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Poland — Russia is to get the 


eastern part of pre-war Poland, 
which is to be compensated by 
German lands to the west. The So- 
viet-sponsored Polish provisional 
regime now in control of the coun- 
try will be converted into a "na- 
tional unity" government by in- 
cluding "democratic leaders" from 
within Poland and from the exiled 
Poles in London. This leaves the 
exile government at London out 
in the cold. Britain and the United 
States, which now recognize it. 
promised to recognize the new na- 
tional unity administration, but 
even that will be provisional until 
the Polish people have a chance to 
hold elections. 


Yugoslavia—Marshal Tito, now 


in control within the country, and 
Dr. Subasic. chief of the exile gov- 
ernment at London, arc being tolc! 
to get their projected coalition ad- 
ministration set up at Belgrade 
without delay. 


Foreign ministers — American, 


British and Russian foreign minis- 
ters will meet every three or four 
nonths to discuss current prob-

United Nations Conference at San 
Francisco in April and May. 


Machinery for lasting peace. 
Dumbarton Oaks—the plan for 


world 
security 
organization

Atlantic Charter—in declaring 


the "sacred obligation" of their 
governments to remain united in
